Garfield, who said, "Fellow citizens:

Fellow cit- 
ieens, I thank you for your hearty 
welcome."

I congratulate you that the same 
multiplication table that you believed 
in two years ago in the darkness is 
true to-day when the sunlight of 
prosperity falls upon the land. [Great 
Applause.] I congratulate you that 
you never went back on it, but be- 
lieved it all the time and that you are 
glad to-day that you stuck to the 
truth when it was doubted and denied.

The people at Fremont, Neb,, quite 
generally believe that the two priso- 
ner.^, the old man and old woman who 
were arrested a few days ago by Sher- 
iff Gregg, are none other than John 
Bender and wife, the notorious lunr- 
derers, of Kansas. At le2.«st it looks 
very ranch as is the old man was old 
Bender. They were traveling on foot, 
and made inquiries as to whether any- 
thing had been discovered of the 
whereabouts of the Bender family, of 
Kansas.

You know that thai Ja John Bender, 
and there's no use denying that any 
loiiger. I'm gding to lfell the truth. If 
that don't save me from hanging I'll 
have to bang too. 
I ought to have 
told the truth from the start. I told 
them we would be caught if we came 
back this way on the main road. We 
were going back east; had a hard time 
among the Indians; hardly saw a 
white person." 


She was asked where the other 
child was buried, as only one was 
found, and she said, after asking 
Hooflan where one was discovered 
that the other was buried in the 
southeast corner of the garden. 
She 
said they had intended to cross over 
the Missouri river and go back east. 
Young Kate and young John Bender 
were with a team taking another road. 
They were to meet in Iowa, and then 
some one of the party was to go to 
Kansas and dig up $700 buried on the 
old Bender place. 


The woman claims she is not a Ben- 
der, but says Bender's wife was left in 
the Choctaw Nation, being unable to 
procced farther, and that she died iu 
1876. 


Hooflan's description of the Bender 
place agrees with that of other persona 
who have beenTthere. 
Officers are 
endeavoring to get on the tr.ick of the 
rest of the party. 


The matter will be thoroughly in- 
vestigated, and the parties will be 
taken to Kansas ior further identifi- 
cation. The aflair is creating intense 
interest here. 
In 1878 State Senator 
York, of Kansas, brother of Dr. York, 
suddenly 
and 
mysteriously disap- 
peared, and upon investigating the 
mystery his dead body was discovered 
with ten or twelve others on Bender's 
place. 
The Bender family upon 
learning that a vigorous search was 
being iiiade for Senator York, fled be- 
fore tlie terrible discovery was made, 
and have ever since eluded pursuit. 


Sheriff Gregg, of Dodge county, 
who arrested old Bender and wife, is 
now in the Fremont jaii. He was in 
Omaha yesterday^ hunting up the 
trail oi youug Bender and wife, who 
were seen with a team and wagon, in 
company with old Bender and wife, 
who were on foot, near Schuyler, and 
they parted there, 
shortly before 
Daniel Condon informed Gregg of 
their suspicious inquiries about the 
Bender family, of Kansas. Gregg has 
since learned that the young couple 
croesed the river at Omaha with the 
wagon and team, and went into Iowa, 
no doubt en route to a place of meet- 
ing agreed upon between them and 
the old folks. They pad a team of 
one gray and one bay horse and a 
colored wagon. The people in jail 
have been heard talking of the youug 
couple. 
One said, "How do you 
know the others will be caught? They 
will fool thorn." "They are going i o- 
ing south, and you will go on the 
wrong track," was the reply. 
It is 
understood that Condon is following 
on their track. 


Sheriff Gregg says that when he ar- 
restrd th<i old couple he rode up to 
them .nnd said: "Hello, Kate!" The 
woman replied: 
"I ain't Kate Ben- 
der." 
Gregg still believes he has a 
sure thing on the old 
man, but 
thinks that the woman is Bender's 
mistress, and that they have killed his 
wife. 
The original old Bsndeir was 
a German, and had a big scar on his 
head. The prisoner at Fremont has 
a scar, but he swears that he does not 
know a word of German.

Old Bender forgot himself 
and swore terriffically at the DutcV 
man in German. 
Bender asked for 
a razor to shave himself, but Gregg, 
fearing he would commit suicide, re- 
fused, and had a barbor shave him.

A Reply. 


To the Editor of UUSEHTIKKI,. 


"Only by pride Cometh contention; 


but with the well-advised is wesdom." 
No. true teacher can afford to consider 
any method o£ teaching above criticiatr, 
and had Prof. Joost carefully read our 
few sentences concerning his instru- 
meutal work he would have found it 
chiefly directed, not against his indi- 
vidual self as a teacher, but towards 
the system of teaching under the dis- 
advantages of which he labors. If 
desirable we stand ready to give him 
a more thorough explanation of our 
objections—for the present we will 
merely deal with his exceptions. If 
necessary we can particularize, show- 
ing in what particular each number 
failed of a good rendition. In general' 
we will say the pieces were too difficult 
for the amount of preparation, conse- 
quently could not be perfectly played. 
This might have been avoided had 
the same amount of preparation been 
given to easier selections which could 
have been mastered. 


As to "the playing proclaimed the 


teacher," and "the playing was the 
echoe qf the teacher," &c., habits of 
touch arc quickly formed and as 
quickly betray their origin, particu- 
larly if in any way peculiar. 


To defend oneself by attacking an- 


other—often irrelevantly to the sub- 
ject—is an old method of blinding 
people to the subject. In this case it 
savors of ingratitude, as the professor 
owes his position in the college, we 
believe, to the recommendation of 
Prof. Heath. | But the best j udges 
are sometimes mistaken, and at the 
risk of contradicting both gentlemen, 
We must contend that our criticism 
was just. 


To conclude: Were the prof esaor to 


to see "personal ill-will," or "articles 
gotten up by some person to injure", 
him in every criticism that might ap- 
pear touching his wort, he would as- 
tonish us with the amount of malice 
afore-thought that apparently spent 
itself upon his devoted head. 


If unfairly|criticised he should prove 


the fallacy of the assertions made, but 
to plead limited time for study "and 
first public appearance" for a failure 
in the work attempted is worse than 
folly—it does not prove that more 
was not attempted than could be per- 
formed.

WHO IS TO BLAME? 


JOIIB€I. Koeble Dies T e r y S a d d e n l y . 


John J. Koeble, the well known 
saloon keeper, died quite suddenly at 
about 6 o'clock yesterday afternoon.

To the Editor of the SENTINEL. 


'•'Only by pride cometh contention; 
but with the well-advised is wesdom." 
No. true teacher can afibrd to consider 
any method of teaching above criticisir, 
and had Prof. Joost carefully read our 
few sentences concerning his instru- 
mental work he would have found it 
chiefly directed, not against his indi- 
vidual self as a teacher, but towards 
the system of teaching under the dia 
advantages of which he labors. If 
desirable we stand ready to give him 
a more thorough explanation of our 
objections—for the present we will 
merely deal with his exceptions. If 
necessary we can particularize, show- 
ing in what particular each number 
failed of a good rendition. In general" 
we will say the pieces were too diflScult 
for the amount of preparation, conse- 
quently could not be perfectly played. 
This might have been avoided had 
the same amount of proparation been 
given to easier selections which could 
have been mastered. 


As to "the playing proclaimed the 
teacher," and "the playing was the 
echoe 
the teacher," &c., habits of 
touch are quickly formed and as 
quickly betray their origin, particu- 
larly if in any way peculiar. 


To defend oneself by attacking an- 
other—often irrelevantly to the sub- 
ject—is an old method of blinding 
people to the subject. In this case it 
savors of ingratitude, as the professor 
owes his position in the college, we 
believe, to the recommendation of 
Prof. Heath. 
| But the best judges 
are sometimes mistakeo, and at the 
risk of contradicting both gentlemen, 
we must contend that our criticism 
was just. 


To conclude: Were the profesaor to 
to see "personal ill-will," or "articles 
gotten up by some person to injure", 
him in every criticism that might ap- 
pear touching his work, he would as- 
tonish us with the amount of malice 
afore-thought that apparently spent 
itself upon his devoted head. 


If unfairlycriticised he should prove 
the fallacy of the assertions made, but 
to plead limited time for study "and 
first public appearance" for a failure 
in the work attempted is worse than 
folly—it does not prove that more 
was not attempted than could be per- 
formed.
